heaid E. K. Beidleman, of Harrisburg), 
form erly lieutenant-governor of Penn­ 
sylvania, in a forcible address dis­ 
cuss the relation of a hospital to the 
community it serves, and the pressing, 
need of a home for nurses at all such 
institutions. 
“ I w a rra n t there is scarcely a week | 
goes by,” the speaker declared, “but 
that the W arner Hospital is called 
upon to adm it one or more accident 
cases. 
Does the superintendent stand 
at they floor and ask the patient when 
brought in whether he can afford the 
services of a hospital? 
No, indeed, 
the first thought of th<> hospital man- j 
agem ent is to bring relief to a strick­ 
en body and then effect a cure, if 
possible. 
When the patient is ready 
to be discharged, a hill for services 
rendered 
is 
presented, 
but 
even 
then 
there 
is 
no 
compulsion 
brought upon the unfortunate man or 
woman. 
If the person can afford to 
meet the obligation, well and good, 
but no efforts are made to force pay­ 
m ent from those whose financial con­ 
dition m akes payment impossible.” 
A fter pointing to the fact th a t the 
W arner Hospital in the fiscal year 
just past had almost 13,000 hospital 
days to its credit. Mr. Beidleman said 
th a t although he was unacquainted 
with the accounts receivable at the 
institution, it was his belief th at prob­ 
ably half of the patients were given 
treatm ent free during the year. 
“ No 
hospital, so far as T have ever been 
able to ascertain,” he continued, “ is 
self-sustaining. 
There are too many 
charity patients, hut in the service 
of hum anity this fact is overlooked.” 
Directing his rem arks to the nurses 
themselves. Mr. Beidleman asked his 
audience if they knew of any other 
profession where the hours are as long 
and the pay as small as in the nursing 
profession. 
“Nurses are never inter­ 
ested in clocks, but ra th e r in seeing 
th a t their patients receive the proper 
attention from tho time they come on 
duty until the time they leave the 
sickbed, which is usually a twelve hour 
stretch,” he said. 
“ Is there any rea­ 
son th a t nurses who m inister to sick 
and suffering people day in and day 
out,” 
Mr. 
Beidleman 
continued, 
“should not have the best accommoda­ 
tions possible when th eir work for the 
day or night is end ed?”

Plain directions are avail­ 
able from the association on how to 
figure the amount of material you 
need, how to lay It properly, and 
how to fill and finish It with var­ 
nish or wax. 
None of the woodwork in tho 
room needs to be disturbed except 
the quarter-round at the baseboard, 
and a further advantage is that ono 
room may be finished at a time, so 
that by laying and finishing each 
room as you proceed, occupants of 
the house are not disturbed to any 
great extent.
